During the revival members of the Ministerial Asso- 


ciation closed the doors of their churches, and all attended 
the meetings :n the tabernacle.

An interesting insight into ttie evangelist's character 


is found in the incident of the "collection bags." 


Before Sunday arrived in Dixon, his. sponsors proud- 


ly ar.r.->^nced that 14 collection bags had been made of 
ur,hc-.s:erer's cloth sewed around rings 10 inches in diame- 
ter to which short handles were attached. They said each 
bag would hold "haif a peck" of money. 


But Sunday objected. He said the soft cloth

At the time of the Billy Sunday revival. Dixon was 


the home of a man who was to become an internationally 
known minister—the Rev. Joseph Fort Newton. 


He had left New England in March, 1903, to 


establish a People's Church in Dixon. After leav- 
ing here he ultimately served in the City Temple, 
Loadaa; the Church at the Divine Paternity, New 


York City; St. James Episcopal Church, Philadel- 
phia, and others. He vias a prolific writer, his 
works including biographies, histories and ser- 
mons. 
Tee Rev. Fort Newton agreed with those who felt 


Dixon had become lax religiously. He said. "Half the 
people in town were outside of the churches." But the 
Sunday revival shocked him to the core. 


In his autobiography, "Pdver of Years." he says, 


"A temporary tabernacle was erected, with its 'sawdust 
trail.' and after a hippodrome publicity and build-up 
Sunday came, amid much excitement." 


The Rev. Fort Newton says Sunday's first ser- 


mon "pictured God as a gigantic snake, coiled, 
its head weaving, ready to strike the people—a 
deliberate appeal to the most primitive of fears. 
As a snake-dance it was a success; but it was tne 
most ghastly caricature of religion—to say noth- 
ing of the Gospel of Jesus—which it has ever been 
my sadness to hear." 
The local minister attended the meetings regularly, 


and in his book says, "My net conclusion was that if 
someone could take the vanity and bigotry out of Sun- 
clay, no one could identify the remains." 


While the sponsors of the revival said it had re- 


av.-aker.ed religious activity ir, Dixon and filled the pews 
of the:r churches for many rr.cr.ths following, the Rev. j 
Fort Newton concluded.

reported his defeat to President 
Rene Coty. The President, who has 
given three aspirants a chance 
since Pierre Mendes-France was 
voted out Feb. 5, lost no time ar- 
ranging a series of consultations 
in quest of a new candidate.

tle on a member of the Radical 
Socialist party. Seen as hkely j 
choices were Edgar Faure. Andre 
Morice, M a u r i c e Bourges-Maun- 
oury and Sen. Jean Berthoin. All 
were former ministers ar.d all but 
Morice had served in Mences- 
France's government. 


Pineau's defeat came as no sur- 


prise. He always was on shaky 
ground and seemed to be in an un- 
tenable position after three follow- 
ers of Gen. Charles De Gauile re- 
fused cabinet posts after tentative- 
ly accepting them.
